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CONTRACTS DISCUSSED AT 
ACTORS’ EQUITY MEETING 


Gathering Is Addressed by Francis Wilson, Former 
Attorney General Wickersham and Oth- 
ers—Judge Wickersham Dissects 


Shubert 


New York, Nov. 18.—Between four 
and five hundred people, members of 
the Actors’ Equity Association, and 
others in the profession, attended the 
meeting of that organization held in 
the Hotel Astor Sunday afternoon to 
discuss the Equity and Shubert con- 
tracts respectively. 


The audience, animated with live- 
liest interest, was called to order by 
the association’s president, Francis 
Wilson, whose appearance on the plat- 
form brought the entire audience to 
its feet, a mark of respect spontane- 
ously accorded their honored leader 
frequently during the proceedings. 

Among the committee on the plat- 
form were George Arliss, Charles A. 
Stevenson, Wilton Lackaye, Bruce Mc- 
Rea, vice-president of the A. E. A.; 
John Cope, Edward Ellis, Mr. Turner. 
attorney for A. E, A., and former 
U. 8. Attorney General George Wick- 
ersham, the latter having been invited 
to dissect the Shubert contract in its 
legal aspect. 

President Francis Wilson, presiding, 
opened the meeting with an address 
in which he stated that the association 
was only four years old and had a 
membership of over 4,000, that over 
a quarter million dollars had been 
saved to its members in that short 
period, which would have been ir- 
retrievably lost had not organization 
been perfected when it was. Mr. Wil- 
son further stated that since Novem- 
ber 4, 1918, members of the Equity As- 
sociation had pledged themselves to 
sign only equitible contracts, and 
some of the more fortunate members, 
probably forty, had pledged them- 
selves to the enjoined and forfeit $1,- 
000 to the associ tion in the event of 
their violation of the pledge, this lat- 
ter being a separate pledge optionat 
with the members. 


Lincoln Sills read his address, which 
he had prepared in essay form. He 
said in substancf ‘hat the managers, 
considering the vast outlay now in- 
vested in the production of plays, in 
factories for equipment, etc., repre- 
sented capital, and the actor repre- 
sented the workman, and that the 
same old struggle between capital and 
labor was repeating itself in their 
business relation. f 

“Proposals to the manager to better 
conditions for the actor,” Sills stated, 
“are met with ‘Why worry? We’llcross 
that bridge when we come toit’” That 
Bolshevikism would be the ultimate 
result he opined, and a red flag upris- 
ing as in the European countries, a 
condition as much to be deplored by 
managers as themselves. 

Mr. Sills made*an appeal to man- 
agers for intelligence and sympathy 
and that the actor be treated as some-

thing more than “The dirt under their 
feet.” 


“Pleas to managers to better condi- 
tions for the actor,”’ Mr. Sills contin- 
ued, “are met with evasion, specious 
pleading and delay.” And he ex- 
pressed a conviction that if the actors 
fail to act now they may find no bridge 
to cross when they get to it. 

Judge Wickersham, following Mr. 
Sills, did not fear, he said, the red flag 
of the Bolshevikism, because the Stars 
and Stripes were so recently dedicated 
to the cause of freedom that such an 
uprising anywhere in America would 
be met with the same fate as the red 
flag did outside Carnegie Hall. 

The Judge then humorously dissected 
the Shubert contract in a manner 
which greatly amused his auditors. 
The clause gran*ing the Shuberts the 
power to cancel Christmas week, he 
thought, was that the festive bells may 


ring thruout the ranks of the per- 
former. 

The clause about rehearsals without 
pay and the privilege of dismissing a 
performer on two weeks’ notice were 
discussed. 

The Judge commented humorously 
on the privilege te impose fines in the 
contract, saying there would be some- 
thing coming to the actor if such fines 
and deductions as stipulated would 
not be in excess of his salary. 

A further clause in the Shubert con- 
tract empowered them to close their 
theaters on the last week in Lent, 
known as Holy Week. At this the 
Judge cast an unholy beam over the 
Shubert contract, which he held in his 
hands, again bringing applause from 
the members. 


Judge Wickersham finally became 
serious when he reached the clause of 
the contract specifically stipulating 
that the Shuberts are empowered to 
cancel the entire contract at will. He 
said it was incredible to him how any- 
one could place such a document in the 
hands of another and say, “Sign that.” 

Apropos of this the Judge recalled a 
story of Mr. Dooley, who, on being told 
by his companion about a certain man, 
asked: “Well, do you know what we 
could do to that man if he lived in 
Archey Road? We would give him 
what he asked for and then knock him 
down and take it away from him.” 

Shelley Hull spoke for the Stage 
Women’s War Relief, encouraging con-

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In United War Work a Big Success—Over $100,000 
Realized in Bryant Park Alone—John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr, Expresses Satisfaction With Results 


New York, Nov. 16.—After over- 
coming obstacles that might have 
caused less experienced showmen to 
throw up their hands the Showmen’s 
League of America, New York branch, 
was last night congratulated by John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., upon the marvel- 
ous things it had accomplished in the 
short space of time allotted it to 
get ready to participate in this week’s 
United War Work Campaign. 

Bryant Park, adjoining the Public 
Library, right in the heart of New 
York, was converted into a real carni- 
val lot, among the attractions being 
Raymond's Athletic Show, Mart Mc- 
Cormack Broadway Cabaret, Ferari 
& Finney’s 10-in-1, Lotta, the Strange 
Girl: R. T. Richard's Animal Show 
and several concessions, with The Rin- 
gens doing their fancy and high diving 


stunts. 

As far as can be learned the re- 
ceipts from the various attractions 
enumerated above, which have so far 


been turned over to the general com- 
mittee, are over $150,000, which has 
surprised the most optimistic. 

In addition to the paid shows the 
following free acts exhibited at differ- 
ent times thruout each day: Nervo 
at Times Square, Dare-Devil Shreyer 
at Columbus Circle, Alfreno at Broad 


and Wall streets, Calvert at Fifth ave- 
nue and Thirty-ninth street, Quincy 
at Greeley Square, Bigney at Longacre 
Square, Morano Brothers, who had a 
roving commission to perform where 
and when they pleased; Dephil and 
Dephil, opposite Churchill's, and the 
Human Squirrel that climbed the Bush 
Terminal Building, collections being 
made by volunteers from different 
committees of tl.e drive, and it is esti- 
mated that several hundreds of thou- 
sands. of dollars resulted from these 
free demonstrations. 

Sam McCracken had the R. T. Rich- 
ards elephants, combined for the oc- 


casion with those belonging to An- 
drew Downie, who generously came 
to the rescue at the last moment. The 


executive committee of the Showmen’s 
League, Harry McGarvie, chairman; 
W. H. Middleton, Harry Potter, Ed- 
ward C. White, secretary, worked like 
Trojans to assure success. The 
chairman of the league, Joseph G. 
Ferari, devoted every minute of his 
time to the cause. 

Others who worked hard for the 
charitable drive were Captain Sorcho, 
Lieutenant Hall, Pete Rogers, John 
Mansfield, Frank Biegens and Al Hol- 
stein, who announced the high dives. 


SAMUEL F. NIXON 
Dies After Long Illness 


Was One of the Most Promi- 
nent and Progressive The- 
atrical Men in the 
Country 


Philadelphia, Nov. 16—Samuel F. 
Nirdlinger, known in theatrical and 
public life as Samuel F. Nixon, died at 
his home here Wednesday, Nov. 13. 
He was one of the most prominent the- 
atrical men in the country. He was 
born 70 years ago in Ft. Wayne, Ind. 

Mr. Nixon was one of the most pro- 
gressive managers in the Quaker City. 
In 1879 he became affiliated with the 
old Walntt Street Stock Company, 
and in the early eighties formed a 
ca-partnership with J. Fred Zimmer- 
man, when they managed the Chest- 
nut Street Theater, which produced 
the foremost productions of that pe- 
riod. Later this partnership extended 
its activities until it became one of the 
factors in the so-called Theatrical 
Syndicate. 

In 1905 corporations were formed 
into which this partnership interest 
was merged, resulting in many large 
theatrical productions, including ve- 
hicles exploiting such stars as Francis 
Wilson, Viola Allen, James T. Pow- 
ers and others of like fame. 

Mr. Nixon is survived by his son, 
Fred G. Nixon-Nirdlinger; his grand- 
sons, Samuel F. Nixon-Nirdlinger and 
F. F. Nixon-Nirdlinger; his brothers, 
Frank Nirdlinger and Charles F. 
Nirdlinger, all engaged in the man- 
agerial end of the theatrical business. 


Plan To Curb Specs. 


New York, Nov. 18.—District Attor- 
ney Swann announced iast night that 
he had invited all of New York’s the- 
atrical producers and managers to 
meet him at 11 o’clock tomorrow 
(Tuesday) morning to devise plans to 
curb the ticket speculators, whom he 
has had under investigation for 
months.

New York, Nov. 18.—The Lambs and 
Friars last night at the Metropolitan 
Opera House were responsible for the 
biggest benefit in theatrical history, 
the entire receipts going to the United 
War Work Campaign.

DUMB ACTS GET NO BILLING 


And Little Attention Is Given to Properly Ar- 


ranging 


“Sets,” Declares Experienced 


Vaudeartist 


OTHER ACTS GET BEST “SPOTS” 


And Are Heavily Billed—Novelties, if Given ‘the 
‘Proper Spot, Will Go Big With 
Any Audience 


New York, Nov. 16.—The Billboard’s 
recent articles calling attention to the 
alleged discrimination against novelty 
or dumb acts have resulted in expres- 
sions of opinion from many well versed 
in all branches of the vaudeville game. 
The following is a specimen: “In lay- 
ing out a vaudeville bill very little at- 
tention is paid to full stage novelty 
acts, or the so-called ‘dumb’ acts, out- 
side of the fact that they take up full 
stage and are usually placed to open 
or close the show, with no billing ex- 
cept to mention that they are on the 
bill. 

“If they are closing the show their 
set is usually made in a hurry,*and in 
the majority of cases do not get their 
scenery, etc., hung properly, as it is 
generally a late hour when their ‘spot’ 
on the bill comes, and every effort is 
made to get the show over before the 
audience all ‘walk out.’ 

“How can you expect ANY act to 
hold an audience to the finish or draw 
them into thg theater early enough to 
be seated for the opening of the show 
when it is scarcely mentioned in 
the billing? 

“Why is it that a singing or dancing 
act, and there are sometimes three or 
four on the same bill, are usually given 
the best ‘spots,’ with the other acts on 
the bill arranged so that their ‘sets’ can 
be made in good time, in fact so that 
they are not inconvenienced by a wait? 

“The novelty acts, as a rule, carry 
considerable baggage, such as rigging, 
props, animals, ete. Their baggage 
hauling bills are usually very high and 
their railroad transportation is also a 
big item. Notwithstanding these facts 
acts of this description do not receive 
routes, but are usually booked from 
‘week to week.’ The excuse generally 
given them is that most of the money 
has already been spent for a bill, but

New York, Nov. 16.—Now that the 
war is over, E. B. Churchill, general 
amusement manager of the South 
American Tour, Ltd., is in a happy 
frame of mind, as he feels that the dif- 
ficulties recently experienced in trans- 
portation and the issuance of passports 
to artists he has engaged will be con- 
siderably lessened.

I 
do wish you complete success in the 
undertaking, especially since thru it 
we can help the cause of practical 
Pan-Americanism.”

Chicago, Nov. 18—The program for this 
week is uniformly good. The opening act might 
have closed the show, the closing one opened, 
and both wonld have been better appreciated. 

No. 1—The Travelog Pictures presented the 
old reliable Yellowstone Park, and interested 
people more than usual,

CABARETS 
No Tax Upon Them in England 


It may or it may not be significant to Ameti- 
can restaurateurs, but the following excerpt 
from an English paper, ‘‘The News of the 
World.”’ can hardly fail to prove interesting: 

“By a majority of three against two a Di- 
visional Court of five judges in the King’s Bench 
Division decided that Messrs, Lyons & Co. 
had been wrongly convicted by a imwetropolitan 
magistrate under the Act of 1916 imposing 


a tax for admiasion to entertainments, The 
question for decision was whether when music 
is proviced at lunch or tea at a restaurant 
the patrons ought to pay the entertainment 
tax. The magistrate had heard two sum- 
monses against Messrs. Lyons in regard to a 
cinner and a tea at a restaurant on a Sunday, 
and had held that the proceedings were enter- 
ta‘nments within the meaning of the statue. 
Justices Darling, A. T. Lawrence and Bail- 
hache decided against the convictions by the 
magistrate, holding that the persons who at- 
tended for dinner and tea did not pay for ad- 
wission to an entertainment in the meaning 
of that term as understood by the ordinary 
person. Justices Salter and Shearman, on the 
other hand, thought the magistrate was right 
and tbat what took place was payment for 
aslmission to an entertainment. The appeal 
of Messrs, Lyons was allowed, and the con- 
victions quashed.’’

fin by undertaker, floral offerings that got a few 
laughs, 

Dot Barnett offered Froltcs ef the Night, an? 
sprung an innovation by leaving the stage and 
frolicking up and down the middle aisle, while 
the choristers, who accompanied her, did Ike- 
Wise in, the side aisles, to the amusement of 
the audience. 

Hilbert, Gear and Blanche Nadeau appeared 
in front of drop in one, and did a bit with 
marked $20 bills, A few laughs greeted their 
bet, 

The finale of act one made a pretty patriotic 
picture with the Misses Nadeau, Rockwell and 
Barnett in the foreground, while the choristers 
and male principals made a fitting background 
aboard ship, while a cannon shot forth strings 
of Allied flags to an outhurst of appropriate 
music, 

During the intermission George Walsh, He-

In the case of Tiger, Tiger, a cultared gen 


tleman, member of Parliament, played by Lionel! 
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Gramercy Park, New York, was the scene of 
a highly’ impressive gathering one day last week 
when actors of the old school and actors of today 
gathered beneath the trees to witness the unveil- 
ing of a statue of Hdwin Booth, the greatest 
Hamlét America has ever known, 

To the theatrical profession, young and old, 
Edwin Booth stands pre-eminent as a tragedian, 
and the memory of his consummate art will 
endure even as the memorial erected in his 
honor. 

It is eminently fitting that a site was chosen 
for the memorial in the grand old park that 
Rooth loved so well, and that it should be 
erected by the Players, for the great actor was 
the founder of the Players’ Club, and presented 
to it his own home in Gramercy Park 
to where the Statue now stands, 

Brander Matthews, who was a friend of 
Booth, and one of the first of the Players, paid 
a splendid tribute to the actor in the following 
words: 

“We, who take pride in our membership in 
The Players, have recognized, from the hour 
when the founder handed us the deed of gift 
and lighted the fire which still burns brightly 
on our hearth, that we owed him a debt we 
could never pay, a debt not merely for what he 
then gave us—the house with its furnishings, 
its books and its paintings—not merely for the 
kindly feelings which have prompted his liber- 
ality, but also and especially for the wisdom 
with which he established our prosperity upon a 
solid foundation. He was an actor, he loved 
his profession, and he wanted to testify to this 
love. He meant The Players to be a home for 
the actor first of all, for the dramatist and for 
the manager, that the men of his own calling 
might mingle at ease. Byt he knew that it was 
not good for the members of any one profession 
to fellowship exclusively with one another. He 
wanted the men of the theater to associate with 
men of letters and with artists—painters, sculp- 
tors and architects. He held that 


close 


***All arts are one, all branches of one tree, 
All fingers, as it were, of one hand.’ 


“And he designed this house of ours to be a 
haven for the practitioners of all the allied arts. 

“Now at last more than a score of years 
since he was taken from us we have been en- 
abled to erect this statue as an outward and 
visible sign of our gratitude and our affection. 
It is placed here in the little open space he 
loved to look down on from the room where he 
lived the last years of his life and where he 
died. It has been modeled by one of our own 
members with a fidelity which all who knew 
Edwin Booth can appreciate and with a beauty 
to be recognized by those who néver had the 
privilege of beholding him. 

“In the privacy of our own house we have a 
portrait of him painted also by one of our own 
members, a portrait which shows him as we 
liked to recall him, as one of us, as a man of 
most charming personality, gracious and mod- 
est, courteous and unaffected. Here in the 
open air, where all the world may gaze at it, we 
have now this statue representing Edwin Booth 
as the public saw him, as an actor imperson- 
ating Hamlet and about to utter the soul- 
searching soliloquy on life and death, In all 
this great city there is only one other statue 
of an actor—that of Shakespeare in Central 
Park—and I make bold to believe the compan- 
ionship is one with which the author of Hamlet 
would not be displeased. 


“We may apply to Edwin Booth the praise 
given to Shakespeare as an actor by a contem- 
porary—he was excellent in the quality he pro- 
fessed. In founding The Players he built him- 
self a monument more enduring than bronze, and 
now we have set up this enduring bronze to 
stand here thru the years and to bear witness 
that he saw The Players well bestowed.” 


R. G. Knowles is home from England and an- 
nounces that he has permanently retired from 
the stage. His return to this country was has- 
tended by the advice of his physician that he 
seek surgical treatment from the Mayo Brothers 
of Minnesota. 

Players of the present day are not so familiar 
with Mr. Knowles as those of the older genera- 


tion. He had a varied career in this country, 
playing in comic opera, with Haverly’s Min- 
Strels, with Augustin Daly’s great dramatic

Showman Held for Murder, Charges

Some weeks ago we published an item re- 
garding J. F. Brevnan, held in a Michigan town 
on a charge of murder. The case is of interest 
to all showmen not only because of a natural 
sympathy for a brother in distress, but also be-

However, inasmuch as the author of the above- 
mentioned article has made some mistakes, I 
wish to take this opportunity to correct them, 
and, at the same time, to thank him or her 
for the interest in my behalf, which, though un- 
solicited, is thoroughly appreciated, 

To begin with, Mr. Kelly and myself have 
for the past ten years owned and managed the 
Kelly-Brennan Shows, with from one to three 
tent repertoire companies on the road during 
the season, and during that time hundreds of 
people in all branches of the profession will 
bear witness to the fact that we are both men 
of good standing and thoroughly honorable and 
reliable. 

On the week of September 3, 1917, we played 
Alma, Mich, (it being our closing week), and 
on Tuesday night, September 4, a young lady 
was murdered, her body being found Wednesday 
morning somewhere, I understand, on the out- 
skirts of the city.

Allen Darnaby Writes His Views for Publication— All 
Independent Chautauqua Committeemen Should 


Study This Article—Circuits Might See Hope 


in These Facts—If Mr. Darnaby Has

This article on the independent chautauqua 
has been prompted by a desire to provide the 
independent Manager who wishes to base his 
conclusions, as to the independent chautauqua, 
upon the practical managerial experiences of 
a man who dared public sentiment, risked divine 
disapproval and _ straitlaced criticism that 
he might gratify a long-enjoyed conviction that 
the chautauqua spirit in the city was not dead, 
but sleeping, and only required a fearless policy 
and determined action to awaken it from its 
lethargy. ‘ 


The ideas as embodied in the Pontiac Chau- 
taugua of 1917 were the results of three years of 
investigation of the progress made by the chau- 
tauqua, from its very inception, and augmented 

: by an honest desire to imbue with new life and 
hope the fast declining spirit of the once mighty 
movement. 


Not once during my investigations did the 
thought occur to me that the existing lack of 
big city interest in the chautauqua, the failure 
on the part of the people to endorse the prin- 
ciples and purposes for which the chautauqua 
stood, but was due solely to lack of co-operation, 
faith, confidence, nerve and self-determination, 
coupled with the fear on the part of the man- 
agers and boards of directors to put into effect 
plans and ideas sufficiently advanced to compel 
public attention and support thru the very 
bigness and excellence of a program planned 
and presented for city patronage only. 


May I not here express my impatience with 
om tbe man who continually harps about what the 
MM chautauqua should be, yet does nothing to assist 
yin making it what he professes to believe it 
ought to be? I am not going to make the ef- 
fort to advise with you as to what the chau- 
taugua, as a big city institution, should be, 
but having set a precedent wish the readers of 
The Billboard to profit, if they do desire, from 
time and money spent in establishing the fact 
that with capital and courage you can make your 
independent chautauqua a dividend paying in- 
vestment. Not the first year perhaps, you could 
hardly expect that, or the second, but surely 
pe the third. Thereafter it will be an established 
a success. 
F When you have considered carefully the re- 
7 sults of the 1917 Pontiac Chautauqua you, as 
an independent manager, may be able to make 
such deductions as will prove of inestimable 
value, my article not alone covering the suc- 
cessful] features, but pointing out as well the 
mistakes from which you may profit, always 
evident and costly in big ventures, either estab- 
lished and permanent, or experimental, and 
therefore speculative. 


It was quite essential in carrying out a pro- 
gram so remote from the cut-and-dried va- 
riety that I enjoy the absolute confidence of the 

= Board of Directors and the public, which I felt 
was the case at Pontiac, that I be given carte 
blanche in the management, where harmony and 
universal opinion did exist. In this I was most 
fortunate. 


First of all I was educated for the ministry. 
I know with what most ministers have to cope. 


I like them, understand them and appreciate 
the support they have given generally to the 
=~ chautaugua movement, When I departed for 


Pontiac 1 took with me a bundle of letters of 
endorsement from men who mean things in the 
Teligious world. These endorsements secured 
for me the confidence I afterwards enjoyed, 
valued and respected. From this angle of my 
work I only encountered remote instances of 
personal references to the manner of handling 
the publicity, and it came from those who had 
not received the annual pass, seemingly con- 
sidered by chautauqua management as essential 
to gain ministerial support. I ha& determined 
upon a policy which eliminated influence of co- 
operation with pastors, and I am confident those 


men and women who had the interest of the 
chautauqua really at heart appreciated my 
policy. This support materially assisted me 
in organizing a Sunday-School rally, during 
the hottest and most trying time of the year, 
which scored the greatest success of this char- 
acter ever known to the county and one of, if 
not, the longest parades ever made in the State 
outside of the largest cities, 

I believe most towns overlook the chautanqua 
as a finaneial asset. Undoubtedly it serves to 
advertise the town, if attempted on q sufficient- 
ly large scale, as nothing else can do. In the 
case of Pontiac, and this is the ‘‘proof of the 
pudding,’’ the immense crowds attracted daily 
and the great increase in attendance over the 
year preceding proved that the advertising sys- 
tem was unusul and produced results. 

I was informed on my arrival in the city 
that the years preceding the publicity had been 
left to the ministers of the county, and the 
distribution of programs by automobile. I was 
reliably informed that hundreds of dollars had 
been thrown along the roadway, and the most 


amusing point was that this information came 
from the men who had thrown the money away. 

We therefore planned to make an agency at 
every store and every crossroad, so that every 
man and woman, if possible, in the county would 
be personally visited. Of course we could not 
make a house-to-house canvass, but we did reach 
every town, and station, and covered every 
business house in such towns as Kankakee, Pe- 
oria, Bloomington, Streator, and in the great 
majority of instances talked personally to the 
heads of the establishments. Billy Sunday 
opee said: ‘“‘There is no use going after the 
ones who are saved; get the outsider.’’ That 
was what we hoped to do, We knew the others 
would be back. 

To give some idea of all that was accomplished 
at Pontiac I must take you back to the driving of 
the first nail, which started the rebuilding of 
the fences enclosing this most beautiful park, 
the roofing of the buildings, fast decaying for 
want of attention, and the repainting and dress- 
ing up of all buildings on the grounds. 

As you entered, instead of the old swinging 
gate, you were at once impressed with a beauti- 
ful archway, studded with myriads of lights. 
We rewired the entire grounds and decorated 
with varied colored pennants, adding cheer and 
brightness to a wonderful picture. The old 
dining hall, with a seating capacity of some 
fifty persons, was completely torn out, and a 
cafeteria service installed. 

The interior was finished in white, and Forida 
beech leaves completely hid the roof, from which 
dropped many hanging lamps of yellow and 
green. Carpenters worked for days building cozy 
little tables and chairs, and these were finally 
finished in white enamel, Immense ice boxes, 
hot serving tables, water coolers, and a com- 
plete cafeteria service was installed. Did the 
public appreciate our efforts to please every one 
on the chautauqua grounds? The cafeteria re-

Since the editorial, “They Don’t Mix,” appeared in the October num- 
ber of The Lyceum Magazine, J. A. Darnaby writes that he was manager 
of the Pontiac Chautauqua, and that the paragraph referring to the 
Pontiac Chautauqua contains statements that are false and misleading. 
He says it can not but do him a grave wrong and financial injury. 

The Lyceum Magazine is without intent or desire to wrong anyone, 
and, taking Mr. Darnaby’s letter as a statement of the facts, hastens 
in this, the next number, to apologize for any published misstatement in 
the reports furnished it from the Pontiac situation. 

This then is he who not long since wrote a slanderous article in 
which he said: “It is just as bad for a person to filch a person's good 
name As it is to steal from his strong box.” 


The above apology is about as rotten as the original attack. It 
shows that Parlette was as diligent in hunting up his reasons for re- 
tracting what he said as he was in getting his evidence upon which he 
based his original attack. Parlette was on the program at Pontiac and 
told them how the Mississippi River is still flowing south. Mr. Darnaby 
was the gentleman in charge of that chautauqua. The Billboard wrote 
up that chautauqua and showed what new features had been introduced. 
We visited the grounds with our editorial brother and saw ail the ma- 
chinery, the moon garden, the water tank and the cafeteria. That was 
more than a year ago. Time for any wideawake editor to unearth a few 
facts. But why facts? They are unnecessary to an editor who prepares 
his copy en route. 

Mr. Darnaby wrote the editor of that personal organ demanding a 
retraction. The above shows how deep it sank into the moral conscious- 
ness of our brother. . 

Editor Parlette’s apology shows that he and his office were afraid to 
,write to the chautauqua committee at Pontiac, and if the committee said 


_Darnaby had been guilty of skipping out with the dough, as it was hinted 


by Parlette’s original editorial, then to go after him all the harder. A 
real editor would have done that very thing. 

We suppose that if Honest John were a police judge and some one 
were arrested, charged and convicted of theft, then wrote a letter to the 
court and demanded that he be declared innocent of the charge, that then 
Honest John, the judge, would liberate him and give him a clean bill of 
health. It’s to laugh. 

Having wronged a man, then it would be only the part of common 
honesty and ordinary decency to diligently hunt up the reasons for de- 
claring him innocent, and not base the attempt at an apology upon the 
injured party’s own statement or claim of innocence. This shows that 
lyceum law and order is in our editorial brother’s mind about as stable 
as is a Bolshevik decree in Russia. 


corded receipts of more than $2,300, against 
about $400 the preceding year, 

Fifty feet away, where the big electric sign, 
“Cafeterier,’’ shed its lights, to guide the foot- 
steps of the well-fed patron, we built beneath the 
shading oaks the now much discussed Moon Gar- 
den, where colored moons shed soft rays over 
the dainty white enameled tables and chairs, 
and where ices and salads were served, while a 
program was offered from a cozy music shell at 
the end of the garden. In this garden appeared 
a sextet of ladies, a group of Hawaiian singers, 
and a band of Sioux Indians in native songs, 
At no time did we permit a program in the 
garden while the regular lecture program ap- 
peared in the auditorium, 


The Pontiac grounds are encircled by a river, 
and, when nature so provides, it is very beau- 
tiful. On the banks of the river we erected a 
Mammoth grand stand, which, when opened to 
the public, we seldom failed to sell out every 
seat, and often hundreds were turned away. 

From the opposite bank we built out into the 
river a stage 80x160 feet, on which appeared 
the dancers, representing the seasons of the year, 
the States of the North and South, the big 
Human Flag and the First Thanksgiving and 
Landing of the Pilgrims. In the background, 
where a beautiful woodland afforded environ- 
ment, we built from stripped logging shipped for 
miles for especial purpose an exact reproduction 
of the old fort, near where the battle of Pon- 
tiac and the Black Hawk War was supposed to 
have taken place. Here we staged a wonderful 
pageant, covering the 100 years’ history of Il- 
linois, in Which some 500 inhabitants of the 
county took part, and on special occasions seven 
bands of music and groups of girls appeared in 
a military tattoo, representing the allied na- 
tions. 


You may know that I was desirous of cover, 
ing every subject of interest to the public, in so 
far as it was possible, and with this thought in 
view built a moving picture studio out on the 
grounds, where there was a day and night 
demonstration of the taking, developing and 
finishing of pictures, Out on a floating stage 
the prize scenarios were reproduced, and the big 
loca] picture paid for itself on the special night 
on which it was presented, 

As you entered the grounds you caught a view 
of two mammouth tented pavilions, affording 
hundreds of feet of floor space, which was over- 
sold to manufacturers, merchaots and auto men. 
The beauty and attractiveness of the decorations 
in the ‘‘Exposition’’ would vie with any of the 
Chicago shows, To Pontiac merchants and 
manufacturers great credit is due, for I am 
convinced expositions are city shows. Few 
small town merchants grasp the opportunity or 
can appreciate exposition possibilities, 

You may gain some idea of the popular fea- 
tures installed when you know the ice cream 
concession recorded sales of over $2,400, cod 
should have done much better. Our program in 
the auditorium started promptly at 9 a.m. and 
until 11 at night our patrons and campers 
never failed to find something to inspire thought 
or gratify a desire for something clean and en- 
tertaining. 


Had those features for which real money was 
paid been presented and handled bya man 
less gifted, capable or popular than Dr. A. P. 
Cobb I might have credited the failure of the 
public to respond to certain religious and edu 
cational features to the lack of attention by me. 
whose time was taken up fm the general work 
of the entire assembly, but bis masterful han 
dling of a platform leaves no doubt in my 
mind that the public prefers to take its wor 
ship to the church, and its cooking, caaning, 
basket weaving and similar demonstration, for 
which we paid several hundred dollars, should 
have been placed In the Exposition, and space 
charged for same, permitting such revenue to go 
to the demonstrator. The money thus spent 
was absolutely wasted, Our morning service 
was splendidly conducted by Dr. Cobb, who is 
always interesting and sincere, with good musi: 
and song service. He was rewarded by from six 
to eight faithful souls, 

Each morning I offered one of the cleverest 
young women I have known in chantauqua work, 
who had a wonderful message to matrons and 
young girls, and her messages were delivered 
with conviction, backed by a charming person 
ality, but the attendance, if recorded in dollars 
and cents, would not have paid for her food,

certs by a traveling organization much inferior

We have 
listened to him with delight and know that he 
is one of the kind of men who reflect credit 
on our movement. 


THE WAY IT WORKS 


One of the hardest things to understand is the 
nature of the lyceum and chautauqua business, 
It's so different that many music publishers 
seem utterly unable to sense its psychology. We 
can't keep boys in the trenches after the war is 
over any more than they can do it in the big 
vaudeville houses. 

We have received a great many songs that are 
absolutely worthless. It does seem that it would 
be an act of national] economy if all publishers 
were compelled to try popular songs out on at 
least a dozen audiences before it would be 
lawful to publish them. It would be a kindness 
to kill a lot of them before they ever see the 
light of day. 

It is q kindness and a great help to all sing- 
ers and musicians to have a hint as to the mer- 
its of a song before wasting any efforts on look- 
ing them over. Believing that we have only the 
public to please we are doing all We can to 
bring to the publisher’s attention the facts 
which will interpret our movement for him.

Baltimore, Nov. 16.—Frederick R. Huber, who 
has but recently been appointed State Director of 
Musie of the Maryland Council of Defense, is 
one of the best known musicians in the South.

This work will not 
interfere with his other duties, which he will 
continue to perform as usual, Being of a virile 
temperament, Mr. Huber is one of the type that 
thrives best on activities and one whom nature

He is the Municipal Director of Music of Balti- | 
more, and it is due to his energies as well as | 


to the patronage of his friend, Mayor James H. 
Preston, that the city has taken such a prom- 
inent and marked step in the fostering of 
municipal music. 


It was under Mr. Huber’s guidance that the 
Baltimore Symphony Orchestra was established, 
this orchestra having the unique distinction of 
being the first musical organization of sym- 
phonic dimensions to be established and main 
tained by «a municipality for the delecta- 
tion of its citizens. The Baltimore ‘String 
Quartet, which gives its concerts in the Art Gal 
lery of the Peabody, is another of Mr. Huber's 
ventures. Mr. Huber inaugurated also the out- 
of-door community singing concerts under the 
city auspices, and it was he who planned and 
conducted the nationwide competition for the 
Baltimore Anthem. The first city to adopt a 
municipal flag, Baltimore was also the first to 
adopt a municipal anthem, for which Mayor 
Preston offered a prize of $500 in gold. 

Last year the Board of Estimates recognized 
the brilliant musician’s efforts in behalf of 
municipal music by appointing him the Munici- 
pal Director of Music. 

Before obtaining recognition as a promoter of 
musical activities Mr. Huber was a prominent 
concert pianist and church organist. He was a 
pupil of Emmanuel Wad and Harold Randolph 
in piano, the late O. B. Boise in composition, 
and Jobn E. Barkworth and Harold Phillips in 
Morgan. Mr. Huber was awarded the Teachers’ 
mCertificate at the Peabody Conservatory of 
Music, Baltimore, and later appointed to the 
teaching staff of the Preparatory Department as 
an instructor of piano. He was the accompanist 
of the noted Bach Choir, which was composed 
of the leading soloists of the city, and of the 
Peabody Opera Class. He has often appeared as 
Soloist and as accompanist on the recital plat- 
form, 

At present Mr. Huber is the director and or 
ganist of the Franklin Street Presbyterian 
Church, where he gives weekly recitals on the 
organ. Eight years ago he organized and was 
appointed the head of the Summer School of 
the Peabody, which collaborates with the Sum- 
mer School of Johns Hopkins University. In con- 
nection with these activities at Peabody Huber 
conducts the Concert Bureau, and the Teachers’ 
Appointment Bureau of the Conservatory, and is 
the founder and manager of the Baltimore Choir 
Bureau. He also organized the Maryland Chap- 
ter of the American Guild of Organists, and the 
Kappa Chapter of the Sinfonia Musical Greek 
Letter Fraternity. He is a member of the Board

New York, Nov. 16,—The season of opera at 
the Metropolitan Opera House began November 
11 with the presentation of Samson et Delila, 
with Louise Homer as Delila and Enrico Caruso 
as Samson, Both Madame Homer and Signor 
Caruso were in excellent voice, and received an 
ovation from a large and appreciative audience. 
But all the honors did not go to these popular 
artists, as Robert Couzinou, the French tenor, 
who made his American debut in the role of the 
High Priest, was very well received, lowever, 
the great event of the evening was the patriotic 
demonstration of the entire company at the end 
of tbe fret act. When the curtain ascended for 
the ensemble encore the audience beheld Louise 
Homer waving the American flag, Caruso the 
Italian, Leon Rothier the French, Paolo Ananian 
the British, Vincenzo Reschiglian the Serbian 
and Rebert Couzinou the Belgian, while the 
chorus in the background waved a veritable sea 
of Stars and Stripes. When the applause and 
the cheering died down Picrre Monteaux, who 
was conducting the orchestra, struck up The 
Star-Spangled Banner, the opera company and 
audience joining in the singing.

We emerge from the war triumphantly pointing to the fact that we 
have forever discredited the proposition that might is right. 

And yet the very cornerstone of democracy has it that the majority 
rules—by might—by the sheer weight of preponderance—of force. 

Yet we know that the majority is no more always right than an 
autocracy, a bureaucracy or a plutocracy. 

When we are called upon to reconcile these two conflicting prin-

He 
knows it instinctively and his heart 
sings gladly—not with self-approval, 
but with gratification over the accom- 
plishment. 


We are sure, furthermore, that no 
member of the profession, recognizing 
as he can not fail to that it has at- 
tained almost the dignities and pro- 
portions of a fifth estate and embraces 
potentially at least all the needed pos- 
sibilities and powers thereof, will will- 
ingly see it slip and slide back to its 
prewar level. 


But it will—it surely will—if we 
weary of well doing, seek to rest on our 
oars and give ourselves over to the en- 
joyment of our new honors and posi- 


tion. We can only hold the latter by 


As long as children continue to be 
born into the world there will be work 
to do—big jobs to tackle—for just that 
long must civilization continue to ad- 
vance and the race to evolve. 


So let us consecrate the profession to 
service—big service—a service that is 
not merely content with developing and 
improving the art of its followers, be- 
cause, while that is good and indis- 
pensable service, it is neither wide nor 
disinterested enough. 

Why not essay the immediate suc- 
cessor to the one which, with the mag- 
nificent co-operation of her brave Al- 
lies, America has been instrumental in 
accomplishing, i. e., “making the world 
safe for democracy”? 

That successor is the making of de- 
mocracy safe for the world. 


Why not, we ask? 


There is no reason why the theater, 
or, speaking more broadly, the art of 
entertainment, should forever remain 


purely hedonistic, nor its exponents 
continue merely caterers to hedonists. 


The cause of adult education cries 
aloud and continually for more assist- 
ance. 


The professional entertainer is pe- 
culiarly fitted to render this assist- 
ance. 


He can render it, furthermore, not 
only without the slightest sacrifice of 
his art, but in perfect confidence that 
the latter will benefit rather than suf- 
fer by reason of his new departure. 


Teaching is but another art. 


If the art of the theater is really the 
art inclusive of all arts, and not merely 
of a certain few arts, why not a closer 
alliance with the teachers and scien- 
tists? 


Art and science always have gone 
hand in hand, so closely, in fact, that 
few can differentiate them. The best 
that those who know can do is to tell 
us that art has to do with doing and 
science with knowing, so there you are 
again. An artist has to know before he 
can do anda scientist must make some- 
thing of his knowledge or his re- 
searches are in vain. 


There is nothing at all revolutionary 
about the idea. It is not even a radical 
proposition, and, when we get right 
down to brass tacks, not even an inno- 
vation, for the reason that actors al- 
ways have been engaged in teaching. 

They have taught elocution, pro- 
nunciation, gesture and the art of ex- 
pression generally. Thousands of young 
people are indebted to them for all 
they know of the art of entering and 
leaving a room, of acknowledging an 
introduction, and for many of the 
tricks and stock phrases they utilize 
in the art of maintaining a conversa- 
tion. We could multiply the things 
that actors teach well nigh infinitely. 

The great point, however, is that the 
making of democracy safe for the 
world is a task which involves the dis- 
semination of knowledge. It is one for 
the teachers, for the newspaper men, 
and—we hope—for the great profes- 
sion which we are so proud to serve 


in our small way.

In the following letter from Sergeant Homer 
E, Stout, Co. H, 5th Repl. Reg.. Camp Gordon, 
Ga., of the Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows 1912-1916, 
he announces the death of Ernest (‘Alabama 
Jack") Byrd: 

“I regret to advise that Private Ernest Byrd, 
better known in the circus world as ‘Alabama 
Jack,’ passed away of pneumonia while at sea 
September 30, 1018. The writer received a wire 
as to what disposition should be made of the 
remains. His mother being dead and the 
whereabouts of his father not being known 
(altho I tried to locate him some time ago) I 
Teturned to Canton, O., and had the remains 
sent there, burial being made in Westlawn 
Cemetery, that city.

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GOVERNMENT FILMS 
ToBe Distributed This Winter 


Effort Will Be Made To Educate 
Producer and Stimulate 
Food Production 
Next Year 


Washington, Nov, 16.—In order to educate 
the producer and stimulate the production of 
food next spring the motion picture department 
of the Department of Agriculture is preparing 
to issue an average of one thousand feet of film 
production during the winter months. Most 
of the sections of the country will be repre- 
sented in these releases, and a variety of sub- 
jects, all, of course, having to do with food pro- 
guction, will be pictured. Among others the 
following subjects will be included: 

Solutions of the farm labor problems in the 
Eastern, Middle and Far Western States, con- 
trol of hog cholera, staged in Iowa; control of 
animal parasites, filmed in Texas and the State 
of Washington; exterminating the prairie dog 
in Arizona, harvesting California cantaloupes 
and potatoes, citrus fruit fumigation in Southern 
California, big game on the Wichita game pre- 
serve in Oklahoma, the Red Cross Pig Club, 
Nationa] Forests as the nation’s play grounds, 
forest fire fighting, control and preservation of 
dust explosions caused by smut in wheat. dry- 
ing fruits and veget@les in the home, logging 
timber for wooden ships and the construction 
of these wooden ships, the manufacture of 
cottage cheese, and the story of wheat in the 
great fields of the Pacific Northwest. 

In addition other subjects are in process of 
being filmed, such as handling of beef cattle, 
clean milk production, the extermination of 
the cootie in co-operation with the surgeon gen- 
eral’s office of the army, cordwood production 
thru improvement cuttings in farm woodlands, 
prize dairy cattle thruout the United States. 
Those yet to be filmed include hog raising in Kan- 
sas and Iowa, raising of cattle on the nation’s 
big ranges, forests on the Pacific Coast, and 
the work of Uncle Sam’s sheep clubs. Efforts 
are being made to provide a larger supply of 
these films and a consequent wider distribution 
thru the aid of the State Colleges of Agricul- 
ture.

Commission has issued formal complaints against 
the Royal Cinema Corporation, The Mothers of 
Liberty Pictures Company, the Monopole Pic- 
tures Company, and the W. H, Productions Com- 
pany, all of New York City, on the grounds 
that the Commission has reason to believe these 
concerns are engaged in unfair and misleading 
practices in the motion picture field, detrimental 
to the best interests of the industry and the 
public. 

The complaint against the W. H. Productions 
Company alleges misrepresentations in the label- 
ing and sale of old pictures featuring William 
S: Hart, produced and shown prior to July, 1917, 
made with the intent and purpose of leading 
exhibitors and the public into believing they 
are new pictures made since that date by the 
William 8S. Hart Productions, Inc., which are 
sold under the trade name of Artcraft Pictures. 
The concern also is charged with selling old 
pictures featuring Hart and Charlie Chaplin un- 
der new titles, without notifying or apprising 
exbibitors and the general public that they were 
such, 

The complaint against the other companies 
alleges plagiarism of material in a copyrighted 
picture, known as The Ordeal, produced in 1914 


and widely exhibited thruout the country. The

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INCOMPETENT DIRECTORS 


One Cause for the Wane of Screen Quality — 
Some of the Things the Public Is 
Getting Tired Of 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH 


In a general critical review of the quality in 
motion pictures I do not propose to speak of the 
lower forms of production. There is a species 
of pictures concerning which one can only obey 
the advice of Virgil: ‘Speak not of them, but 
pass them by.” The suggestions and criticisms 
1 venture to offer here are intended to apply to 
the more ambitious and conscientious efforts of 
the producer. 

The art and the dramatic power of the screen 
will never rise above the mentality of the di- 
rector, What the poet and the playwright are to 
literature the director must be to the screen. 
It is be who is telling the story which is sup- 
posed to hold and interest the crowd. It is he 
who must know how to create the great thrilling 
moments, be must be able to evoke our sym 
pathy, to move our fear and stir our pity, to 
bathe our hearts in sorrow no less than excite 
our mirth How many directors have we at 
this particular time who have shown that they 
ean do all these thinge fairly well? How many 
hare we who can do any one of these things very 
well? No counting machine is needed to enu 
merate them. A famous critic of screen and 
stage on the Coast asked the writer some months 
ago In Los Angeles, ‘“‘How many really capa le 
directors have we?" I then thonght that 
half a dozen was a most liberal estimate, and 1! 
am more certain of it today than ever before. 

The screen had been a popular amusement for 
some years before it reflected the first flash of 
directorial genius—the genius of D. W. Griffith. 

It is not too much to say that for some years 
after his debut as a master of screen art (say 
three or four years) directors generally took him 
for a model. Griffith's chief contributions to the 
development of screen art were three: The 
“flashback,” the introduction of humorous {n- 
ciderits to relieve tense or tragic situations, and 
the buflding up of suspense. Probably some will 
want to add bis skill in mass photography, but 
that is an achievement which he has shared with 
his chief cameraman. There was Do further new 
departure until] the motion picture art wax 
rescued from the 1,000-foot unit of entertain 
ment; in other words until the possibilities of 
a longer film story were realized, 

One company after another appointed an art 
director who worked in co-operation with the 
general director. Then came a school of di 
rectors—still In the ascendant by the way—which 
developed no small skill in adaptations, which 
now and then evinced an ability to make the 
best of the psychology of the screen and which 
recognized and fully utilized the advantages of 
scenic and artistic beauty. The traces of or 
iginality, however, are so very few as to be 
precious beyond their intrinsic value. Adapta 
tions still rule the screen; in fact they are 
wearing the screen out and making it thread 
bare. 

The poverty of invention, the mental sloth of 
the average director, the conspicuous absence of 
art and even of artistic effort—these things are 
obvious even to inexpert eyes. Have you no 
ticed one thing the public ix getting tired of? 1 
am thinking of the excese of puppies, lapdogs, 
kittens, goats, monkeys, chickens, geese, pigs, 
ete, which so many directors seem determined 
to crowd Into thefr multiple reels called features. 
A modicum of domestic animals cleverly placed 
in the action of the story is fine, but where the 
kittens, puppies, ete., are offered with senseless 
frequency and most obviously as a substitute for 
eennine dramatic merit the thing becomes nause 
ating. Bables in the cradle, romping children, 
curly-headed darlings are generally conceded to 
be silver linings in the dark clonds of life, and 
there surely is a place for them in stage and 
Sreen—a legitimate place which must always 
depend on the action of the drama, There are 
teo many directors who depend altogether on the 
smile of an fiofant—thelr dramatic skill comes 
to a dead stop after they have shown the chubby 
boby at close rahge. 

These men are paid presumably for producing 
genuine screen entertainment—-a task which re- 
‘rires talent and experience and often genius. 
Instead they follow the line of least resistance. 
They are strikers and slackers, Senseless repeti- 
ton ts one of the seven mortal sins against the 
ort of the screen, 

A surfeit of the sweetest things 

The deepest loathing to the stomach brings. 

Speaking of the seven mortal sins against the 
sreen let me mention another—imitation. 

Someone discovered the tremendous dramatic 
‘alue of the closeup in accentuating moments of 
‘enseness and compelling emotion, and ever since 
‘ve closeup has been used by a horde of cheap 


imitators, who destroy its power by employing 
it too frequently and injudiciouely. 

During the current week, with the work of 
regular production still suspended, the three big 
theaters on Broadway, Rivoli, Strand and Rialto, 
tre showing features which more than confirm 
our complaint about poor direction, 

There are too many directors who seem to 
think that a dramatic scene is successfully 
ended when the people taking part In it sepa- 
rate, The result of this view, born of sheer in- 
competence, is ‘‘dragging’’—another growing sin 
in latter day production. A director who hae 
not been able to grasp the fact that a meeting 
of any of the dramatis personae is more than a 
mere chance conversation is plainly on the 
wrong job, Every scene must advance the ac- 
tion and tend toward the climax, 

In these days when pxychology—the science 
of the soul—is exerting such a powerful influence 
on the stage it is strange indeed that the screen, 
which is so splemlidly capable of revealing the 
soul, still persists in melodrama. I could name 
scores of screen plays, many of them made by 
the leading companies, which deal exclusively in 
hoary melodramatic types—men whose every 
thought and impulse is saintly, women who are

New York, Nov, 18.—The New York State 
League of Motion Picture Exhibitors has just 
closed a recordbreaking and theroly successful 
campaign made for the benefit of the motion 
picture exhibitors and indeed the entire in- 
dustry in the State of New York. Every leg- 
islative candidate, as well as the candidates on 
the State ticket, from Governor down, were 
put on record on these two vital questions: 
Sunday opening and censorship. The results 
have been most satisfactory. A canvass of the 
new assemblymen and senators shows that a 
majority of them are in favor of at least a 
me«lified form of Sunday opening. 

Governor-Elect A. H, Smith has declared him- 
self against all forms of political censorship of

W. Stephen Bush, the leading and the most independent writer 
in the motion picture field, who is known personally to many thou- 
sands of exhibitors, has been engaged by The Billboard to write 
a series of articles dealing with present day conditions of every 
branch in the industry. Few men have rendered more useful and 
unselfish service to the screen than he has. We feel sure that the 
exhibitors of the country will be glad to hear from him and will be 
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apparently free from the sins of Eve, and then on 
the otber hand incarnate flende of both sexes who 
eat, drink and clothe themselves on earth, but 
whose souls are already in bell, The play 
with and on these types is getting more tiresome 
all the time. 

How does this steady loss in qnality affect 
the exhibito?? Of course It hurts him thru loss 
in patronage, but this ix by no means the worst 
feature of the situation. He is led to believe 
that these poor screen plays are masterpieces, 
‘box-office magnets,” etc. This is one of thé 
great banes of our industry and has been from 
the beginning. There is not enough inde- 
pendence of criticism. The producer is a val- 
uable advertiser. How many exbibitors learn 
of what the audience feels and thinks? The 
reader, though he is the foundation and the sole 
source of the publisher's prosperity, gets the 
worst of it, he does not even get the benefit of 
the doubt. Thus it happens that some of the 
poorest stuff is sent ont with paeans of pur- 
chased praise, and is generously advertised by 
the exhibiter om the strength of the metro- 
politan puffing cherns. 

All the exbibiter gets is a bitter disappoint- 
ment. plus experience, Less than a year ago a 
so-called big feature production was sold on the 
State-rights plan, after being puffed to the ‘nth 
degree in spite of its glaring defects. Close 
to a half million dollars was burnt up as a 
result. 

In my next article I shall try to dissect a 
picture which was puffed in the most reckless 
terms, though it was obviously rejected by the 
andiences. It is a new picture, and I think a 
warning is still timely. 


FOX RESUMES OPERATIONS 


Hollywood, Cal., Nov. 18.—The William Fox 
Studios in Hollywood resumed operations this 
week. The Gladys Brockwell Company was the 
first to start, and she began with a new director, 
in the person of Lynn Reynolds, who has been 
Mrecting Tom Mix.

Sidney Cohen, the president of New York 
State League, in speaking of the work of the 
organization, said to a representative of The 
Billboard: ‘‘The good results obtained are due 
entirely to the splendid co-operation of our fel 
low exhibitors thruout the State. Exhibitors in 
black Republican districts did not hesitate 
moment to run our motion picture of the 
Democratic candidate after the latter had de 
elared his stand. Political experts tell. us that 
the motion picture of the Governor-elect, Mr. 
Smith, showing his official career and his home 
life, have had semething to do with his success 
at the polls. We have worked hard, sending ont 
questionnaires and followup letters to every 
legislative candidate, and I congratulate the ex 
hibitors of the State upon their splendid work 
and the equally splendid results.” 

Charles L. O'Reilly, the treasurer, and Louis 
Berman, the secretary, of the league, spent 
themselves freely for the common cause, Mr. 
O'Reilly, speaking of the coming State conven- 
tion, which will be held early in the year 1919, 
said he looked forward to a genuine exhibitors’ 
convention and to the adoption of plans which 
be hopes will strengthen the organization and 
make it an immense power for good in the 
industry. He was particularly gratified with 
the avork of the up-State leaders, such men as 
former President Louis F. Buettner, the fonnder 
of the Tri-City (Troy, Albany and Schenectady) 
League and one of the most popular men in

Naturalization Campaign Is Aided by 
Pictures in Night Schools 


New York, Nov. 18.—Motion pictures have 
been called in to aid the Americanization Cam- 
paign now being pushed among America’s 
alien population by the Bureau of Naturaliza- 
tion of the United States Department of Labor. 

Thousands of feet of celluloid are now awatit- 
ing the drive that will carry the gospel of 100 
per cent Americanism to every corner of the 
land. The pictures will visualize for the 
foreigners the message that is being sent out 
to them and show them precisely what the 
Government stands for and aims to do for its 
citizens, 


The films will be exhibited to the night school ; 


classes composed of aliens, who are receiving 
free instruction in English and in the duties 
and privileges of American citizens, 

One series of pictures projects the history of 
the United States from the landing of Columbus 
to the present day, showing the struggles of 
the early colonists, the battles of the Revolu- 
tion, the growth from a child nation to millions 
of free peoples, the conflict of 1961-65, the 
agony of reconstruction, the development to a 
world power and the final participation of 
America in the world war against autocracy. 

There will be travelogue-pictures displaying 
the splendors of America’s scenery and govern- 
mental, industrial, commercial, agricultural and 
educational activity: films showing the serv- 
ice rendered by each of the great Federal De- 
partment, the latest scientific methods of farm- 
ing, the highest development of industrial ma- 
chinery, penmanship, letter writing, marketing 
by mail household economy; in brief, the 
aliens seeking a home in America and a part in 
its national and community life will be affordee 
visual representation of the benefits and re- 
spoensibilities of an American, and of the se- 
cial and business customs that make up the 
machinery of daily living. 

An elaborate plan bas been worked out for 
carrying on this work by David K. Niles, mo- 
tion picture expert of the Information and Ed- 
ueation Service of the Department of Labor. 
rhe films will reach practically every community 
that has alien inhabitants. The exhibitions 
will be held in the local motion picture houses 
of each city and town, previded the schoot 
house is not equipped for motion pictures, and 
classes will be transferred for the occasion from 
the school house to the theater. 

Associated with Mr, Niles will be Clara 
deLixsa Berg, who has been active in education 
al motion picture work for the past four years, 
at present with the Division of Films.

A very pleasant story without any particular 
excitement in its five reels, but containing sut- 
ficient interest to supply good screen entertain- 
ment. The action is plausible and the agreeable 
peorBnoe by the two principals atoned for 
much that was lacking in the picture. Herbert 
Rawlinson can always be depended upon to 
render a good account of himself, and he ap- 
pears easy and natural in the role of Henry 
Warner.

SPREADING EVIL 
(James Keane production; in SEVEN PARTS) 


SMASHING ITS WAY INTO THE SOUL OF 
MAN, bringing enlightenment out of the dark- 
ness of prudery, this picture has a big mes- 
eage. 

BUT whether the screen is the ‘logical me- 
dinm to exploit such a preachment is debatable. 
The same theme was utilized in DAMAGED 
GOODS, and treats of the spreading evil of an 
unmentionable disease, Admitting that euch 
conditions exist would not such a subject fit 
the clinic, class room and lecture platform bet- 
ter? . 

Perbaps the producer argues that the motion 
picture can accomplish a greater good by arous- 
ing the public to a menacing evil—and his 
argument is & plausible one—but it is the duty 
of the exhibitor to offer his patrons entertain- 
ment that will lighten the heart and brighten 
the spirits, not depress and sadden. Again 
we must consider that the majority of movie- 
goers are women, boys and girls, who have not 
reached the age of puberty, hence cannot be 
termed competent to judge of life’s great mys- 
tery; such an idea forced upon them thru the 
medium of a picture is a distinct shock. To a 
SELECTED audience of men and women this 
ecreenization of an odions malady would ac- 
complish its phrpose—but CHILDREN should 
learn these truths at home—not in the theater. 

All credit is due Mr. Keane for a delicate 
handling of bis subject, which is mingled with 
a charming love story, and beautifully phote- 
graphed. Some of the scenes are perfect gems, 
and no better specimens of the camera's art have 
been shown upon the screen. We appreciate Mr. 
Keane's masterful conception, his earnest wish 
to promulgate a moral lesson, and bis courage in 
living up to his convictions. Again we say that 
the picture has been judiciously presented, and, 
if properly handled, it could cater to those 
who would glean knowledge from its obvious 
moral. But as a regular program showing it 
will not satisfy those seeking depraved sensa- 
tions—for there is not a vulgar moment in the 
whole seven reels—nor please those expecting 
an enjoyable evening's entertainment. 

Leo Pierson conveyed the mental agony en- 
dured by the son of the German scientist, who 
sold his blood cleansing remedy to an avaricious 
promoter. This role was superbly played by 
floward Daries, William A, Hackett had the 
repose and noble bearing of the generoushearted 
physician, Dr. Corey, while Irene Wylie filled 
all the requirements demanded by tbe heroine, 
Alice Keller. There is an unmistakable grip 
about this photoplay that holds one tense; per- 
haps it is the very human story, with its tragic 
ending, that clutches the heart with the sorrow 
of It all. e

FLU AN ACT OF GOD 


Decides Council of Defense Against 
Striking Operators 


Tulsa, Ok., Nov. 16.—The question of whetber 
the “‘flu’’ epidemic was an act of God threat- 
ened a strike of atl moving picture operators in 
this city when the city and State health boards 
lifted the ban this week. It was held that it 
Was, and the operators lost their case, and 
agreed to go to work at the old wage scale, 


The day before the theaters were to reopen 
the operators, whose union wage scale is $30 
a week, with a contract six months to run, 


held a meeting and determined to demand a new 
Wage scale providing for an increase to $36.50 a 
week, contending tbat inasmuch as they bad 
been out of work five weeks as a result of the 
flu shutdown, the managers having paid them off 
when forced to close their houses, thereby rol- 
untarily revoking their contract, they (the opera- 
tors) had a right to demand qa new centract. 
They contended that the flu was not an act 
of God, and therefore the clause covering this 
in their old contracts was without effect. 

One or two exhibitors signed the new wage 


contract, but William Smith, proprietor of the 
Empress, vaudeville, and the Rialto, pictures, 
resisted, and took the matter up with the Coun- 


cil of Defense. A meeting was called at the 
headquarters of the latter organization, at 
which the striking operators were ordered to 
appear. The heads of the Musicians’ Union and 
other allied stage unions were summoned to the 
conference, which was also attended by City 
Judge Ed Warren, who is head of the Allied 
Trades Council of Tulsa, 

The head of every union tol} the operators 
they bad no case, and the secretary of the 
Council of Defense, D. C, Rose, warned the 
operators that they were now engaged in an 
essential occupation, but that if they went on 
strike and refused to work they would be picked 
up under the work or fight ruling and sent 
to munitions plants, Members of the local ex- 
emption boards were in sympathy with the ex- 
hibitors and managers, who had already lost 
heavily in rents becanse of the five weeks’ shut- 
down, and stated that If the operators walked 
out they would send them at once to the muni- 
tions plants, 

The operators contended that they could not 


j live on $30 a week. 


“Well, that’s another question,” retorted Mr. 
Rose, secretary of the Tulsa Council of De- 
fense. ‘‘The question you brought here is that 
managers have broken their contract because 
they were forced to close their houses. We 
hold that they did not, and that the old con- 
tract is still in effect.” 

The operators agreed to go back to work at 
once, but claimed they were going to give in 
their two weeks’ notice, for they could not Iive 
on $30 a week. However, none have done so, 
and the strike is considered a closed incident.

LETTER FROM TAN ARAKI 


Of Shipp & Feltus Circo, Touring 
South America 

The following letter (delayed in transit) was 
recently received by Julius Thompson, the tent 
mun of Cincinnati, from Tan Araki, of the 
Shipp Feltus Circo, touring South America. 
The letter was dated August 20: “No doubt 
you and your men are very busy fitting out many 
things for the Government. I saw in The Bill- 
board some time ago full details regarding a 
terrible disaster that happened the Hagenbeck- 
Wallace Shows near Gary, Ind. It was an 
awful thing. 

“We came to Brazil June 12 from Argentine. 
The show had to fravel by rail on account of 
the steamship company refusing to handle any 
shows, as they were short of steamers. And 


they needed all they had to handle importan: ; 


shipments for the government since they de- 
clared war on Germany, The trip by rail to 
this State, Sae Paulo, was very tiresome. We 
had to pass thru three different States (all 
Brazil) and such names as Rio Granda, Santa 
Catharina and Parana. Of course the show 
made some towns between, but the jumps were 
long, consequently tle show lost many days en 
route here, The trip cost Shipp & Feltus many 
dollars, as the railroad rate» are very high. 
“The show was looking forward to coffee 
season when it headed for Brazil, but I under- 
stand there has been a disappointment, as all 
the coffee in the country was killed by the 
frost during the cold weather last June, At 
present we are right in the neighborhood of the 
coffee producing district and this State produces 
more coffee than any other place in the world. 
In fact it furnishes the United States with 
over eighty per cent of what it consumes yearly. 


Brazil also exports coffee to many other coun- 
tries. leople bere tell me it'll be three years 
before they will be able to get auy amount of 
coffee, as they have to cut the trees to a certain 
distance from the ground and let them grow 
up again.. It bas been thirty-two years since 
it has been injured. However, I hear they 
will be able to supply the world with coffee 
this season, but it will be short next season. 

“Business has been rather small with Sbipp 
& Feltus since they left Argentine. It would 
have been good in some of the towns, but we 
have bad t6 contend with cold and rainy weather 
until recently. It is likely that the show will 
change its route and go straight north if busi- 
ness fails this week, I have six more months 
to fulfill my contract with Shipp & Feltus and 
haven't decided as yet what I will do after 
that, whether I will go back to the States or 
stay down here. Jobn Judge visited us last 
week in Sorocaba. He is looking fine. He may 
rejoin later.’’

more for 26 concerts than was paid for the two 
programs given by the traveling organization. 

At least five lectures did not draw enough 
to have paid the lecturers’ railroad fares to 
the next town. My conclusions, and they are 
based upon Bothing but front gate admissions, 
are these: When you do big things in chau- 
tauqua work your program must be big all the 
way thru. The public, getting a taste of big 


men and big women, won't stand for unknowns 
and tryouts, 

To show a success the gate must show a profit, 
though it is quite easy to spend more than any 
gate can produce, The general popularity of the 
Pontiac program, barring the disappointments, 
and features acceptable to the average town, 
Was shown by increased gate receipts over the 
preceding year of more than 50 per cent, and, in 
the words of our treasurer on the last night of 
the chautauqua, it was the only year in nine- 
teen that they kept coming every night. 

We made a feature of our season ticket sale 
and recorded, I am told, the largest sale ever 
known to the Pontiac Chautauqua, We refused 
to permit the chautauqua to be made a begging 
proposition. We gave them a wonderful pro- 
gram; perhaps too expensive for a town the size 
of Pontiac. The board was expecting to pay 
for the program and all permanent improve 
ments the first season, but we set a limit on 
the time for the securing of season tickets, 50 
days before the chautauqua was to open, and 
we informed the public that thereafter admis 
sion tickets only could be bought. We raised 
the price of admission tickets, and gave them 
three 50-cent days. 

If I recall correctly, 1,100 season tickets 
were sold in one day, the day preceding the final 
closing of the sale, and the public came to the 
chautauqna office to get them. 

We doubled the anticipated rental and 
camping space, and even the popcorn machine in- 
creased for the preceding year more than $150. 

Having given some idea of the big event you 
have no doubt concluded that I had made no 
mistakes In my first year’s management, Far 
from it. More mistakes the first year than I 
perhaps would make the second, but mistakes 1 
made, I permitted the booking of a program 
too lengthy and simply to gratify a desire to 
follow to some extent a precedent. I lost sight 
of the comparison that would be made between 
the big features I was arranging and the minor 
features booked. 

Sufficient numbers of mistakes were made in 
war times to make them noticeable to the man- 
ager, even though they were not noticeable to 
the public. Any otber year the same program, 
less the expensive labor problems in building 
and equipping, should have netted a profit of 
$3,000. That the public was impressed with 
the success, from its point of view at least, 
was evidenced by the calling of a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Association of Com- 
merce in Peoria. I was then invited to address 
them on the possibilities of holding such a 
chautauqua in that city. In introducing me to 
those men President Culane said: 

“The chautaugua at Pontiac has been the 
only one big enough to attract our attention, and 
I believe, under Mr, Darnaby’s direction, far 
greater things could be done in Peoria along 
the same lines and ideas.’’ 

Willis Evens, the secretary of that associa- 
tion, who attended with a number of his mem- 
bers and investigated and saw what had been 
done at Pontiac, said: 

“Peoria is now in a state of reconstruction. 
We need J. A. Darnaby, and a chautauqua like

treater that we can rightly be proclaimed the 
Chautauqua City of the World. 1 know he can 
do it. And if we lose $10,000 the first year it 
will be money well spent.’’ 

That body of men selected a finance com- 
mittee to raise $50,000 to start the building and 
construction. They reported back in three days, 
stating they felt we should go out with a de 
termination to raise $150,000, that the work 
might not be retarded. Only the war and the 
Liberty Loans, announced thru the banks at just 
this time, postponed our efforts. 

It may prove interesting to know something 
of our plans for Peoria. We contemplated build 
people, in 
which would appear the big men and women 
who had a message worth while and are rec- 
ognized all over the world. 

A beautiful moon garden, seating 5,000 people, 
where the largest musical organizations obtain- 
able would appear, featuring, if obtainable, the 
big opera stars of this country and Europe. 
Educational Hall would permit of the discus- 
sions of vital topics by famous educators and 
scholars, 

A log hotel and hundreds of log cabins for 
weekly or monthly visitors. There was to be 
a beautiful bathing beach, a mammouth stage 
in the river and occasional pageants and fea- 
tures of a spectacular and educational nature. 
There Was to be nature studies in the big zoo. 

In other words an assembly of big men, big 
women, big ideas, that would attract people 
from all over the United States. Don’t mistake 
this as the dream of a dreamer, but the outcome 
of days and nights of careful investigations, 
considerations and conclusions of Peoria’s most 
substantial business men, the fourteen ex- 
ecutive members of the Association of Com- 
merce, headed by that big man, President Tu 
lane, and Willis Evens, the able secretary of 
that organization. 

It was the result of their visit to Pontiac, 
and the impressions gained on the ground, It 
Was the result of my two weeks’ advising and 
consulting with big men who mean everything 
to their community and who do big things with 
out nursing a selfish motive. 

Dodging real issues, ignoring established evi- 
dences of unpopularity and following the easiest 
line of resistance, the beaten path, has probably 
dote more to retard the advancement of this 
great institution in the city than all the mis- 
representations, amateur musicians and lec- 
turers combined. 

In taking up the work and assuming the re- 
sponsibilities for success or failure I anticipated 
some opposition. 1 was prepared to believe 
Most such opposition would be honest and sin- 
cere, 

It was naturally to be supposed, should my 
plans and ideas meet with the approval of the 
masses, My success would open up a new field, 
as it has, and one likely to affect, to a minor de 
gree, certain chautauqua bookings, a fact that 
could readily create the mistake that I desired 
to dictate and construct a policy that would af- 
fect certain vested interests—a possibility far- 
thest from my thought. 


I did believe, in the event of such antagnoism 
asserting itself, that I would be big enough to 
cope with and enlighten the: opposition, thus 
bringing about a united action, beneficial to us 
all. You will be interested to know my 
anxieties in one direction, the most likely to be 
felt, did not at any time materialize, while the 
latter burst forth in seemingly jealous fury. 

I did not encounter from the more conserva- 
tice members of my board the slightest oppo 
sition. I did not find disfavor among the hun- 
dred or more stockholders; our “‘get together’’ 
meetings cemented the bonds of mutual interest 
that had long before been completely severed. 

Il was not made to feel that exception to my 
liberal and popular program would be taken by 
the ministers, nor was my manner of presenting 
the features criticised by them, and for the first 
time in Pontiac’s chautanqua history all beads 
of religious denominations entered into the spirit 
of the work and did accomplish the greatest 
good, 

I did not find the public ready to hide its 
face in hypocritical shame at the interpretative 
dances in the great historical pageant. But I 
did unearth g plan to influence the Board of 
Directors in towns where I might expect to ap- 
pear. Our board was warned against anything 
so big as to forever destroy the chances of 
equaling or surpassing it. Possibly these in- 
terests could not conceive of anything so big. 
Pontiac’s chautauqua was onkr the forerunner of 
others that will continue each year to be even 
greater in magnitude, ideas, men and women, 
though I may not be among them,

be considered at the early part of the sea- 
son when the routes are being handed ont, so 
that they can be placed on the various bills in 
the regular way, and not used only as a “*fill’’ 
in, in other words a ‘convenience? 


“It goes without saying that any novelty or 
‘dumb’ act that can close or hold in any big-time 
vaudeville avdience today, following all the 
singing, talking and dancing acts, which usually 
leave the andience in a played out mood, would 
‘elean up’ if properly placed, and I believe that 
is more than ANY singing or talking act could 
do if they were to exchange spots and prominence 
in the billing. 


“Novelty acts are usnally produced to appeal 
to, draw and please any vaudeville andience, 


denending on their merits to ‘get by’ in any 
city. 


“How many acts that are a riot in New York 
where they are bonsted from the audience by 
their mnsie publishing friends, etc., who, when 
they try to pnt it over in the Buffalos, Daytons, 
Pittsburgs, etc., fail te do so, and as an alibi 
remark: ‘We were a riot in New York. These 
boobs don’t know what it’s all about.’ BUT the 
novelty att is expected to pnt it over in New 
York and EVERYWHERE ELSE without billing 
or ‘spots,’ and usually has to follow the acts 
who were a ‘RIOT’ in New York, but who 
flopped out of town. 

““Any time that a real novelty act of a stand- 
ara rature is given the billing and the ‘spot’ 
it will’ make the ao-called ‘headliners’ of the 
singing and dancing type look to their laurels, 

“It is the novelty acts that nenally carry 
snecial gseenety and effects that give the anl- 
ence a change from leoking at the old hone 
‘Center Door Fancy,’ the ‘Garden’ or ‘The Pal- 
ace.’ Novelty acts are nenally built along origi- 
nal lines, and are not the material of someone 
else dnder the heading of an ‘imitation,’ ”’ 


LETTER FROM J. WALLACE 


Letters sti continne to come into the office 
of The Billboard commenting favorably upon 
the stan@ we took in reference to the sameness 
of vaudeville bills, The following letter from 


J. Wallace in part is interesting in that it 
States some facts: 

“Have read a number of articles regarding 
the backslide of vaiideville and what you state 
in The Billboard is true. While there are many 
reasons why vaudeville shows are not up to their 
former standard, one is that the managers Jeave 
too much of their business to their booking 
agents and nine out of ten of the bovkers do not 
know how to arrange a bill. Can you imagine 
an eight-act bill arranged in this manner: A 
single singing act, opens in one, Act 2, with 
three people, singing and talking.

Act 4, team in one, with bench, singing and 
talking, with patriotic finish, Act 5, sister 
team, dancing and singing, in two. Act 4@, 
two blackface comedians, working in one. Act 
7. single woman in monolog, in one. Act 8, 
double trapeze act, in full stage. The same 
drop was used in all acts, except the velvet 
curtain and the full stage. Yet this was called 
a variety vaudeville bill, not one act of which 
could be featured to pull in a dime for the house 
and a sameness all thrn the entire show. 
Selfom is a dumb or novelty act to be seen 
nowadays, either on the big or little time, and 
it does not take a showman to frame up a bill 
ef this description, so it’s left to the booker.

She showed 
her ability as a clever actress by rendering lines 
of tragic import in a manner that proved she 
was capable of playing an emotional part in an 
artisuc way. She lovked cute in her ragged 
costume of the first act, and when quaintly 
attired in better garments jin the other two acts 
was pleasing to the eye, 

Orrin Jobnson, as Jules, had several effective 
scenes in which he displayed his abilities as a 
Tomantic actor, and aiso proved that he was a 
master of light comedy in the rendition of othér 
lines assigned to bim. 

George Gaul, as Tony, was quite good in 
his part. Corinne Barker, as Manon, the silly 
actress, was clever im the part of Tony's mis- 
tress. Etienne Girardot, Ben R. Grabam and 
Dorothy Cheston were all good, and the company 
shows that great care was exercised in its se- 
lection, 

Three scenic sets, showing the interiors of 
houses in Paris, were true in their conception, 
altho not unduly elaborate. The costuming was 
in excellent taste, the gowns of the ladies be- 
ing unusually beautiful. 

Florence Nash starts her career as a full- 
fledged star with a play that will establish her 
Teputation as a clever actress and lead to other 
things of more strength and vigor, which will 
give ber a chance to display more of her win- 
ning magnetism and ability to play emotionai 
roles, as well as the ope in true comedy vein 
that bears the name of Remnant.—E. ED-
